Students sold such things 
as chicken wings and fried 
bananas. One student took 
this challenge to the next 

Gautano Letizia, 18, took 
his project, Dolce Bella, and 
turned it into Geatz Cakes. 
The company sells cannolis, 
cream puffs, cheese cakes 
and much more by order 
and also through Subs and 
Sweets on Dominion Rd. in 
Fort Erie. 

"People are amazed, when 
they try them, they always tell 
me the cannolis are the best 
they have ever had," Letizia 
said. 

The idea and recipes came 
from Leitizia’s mom, who 
taught him how to bake. Now 
he does it all himself. 

After teachers started 
ordering hundreds of dollars 
worth of his baked goods at 
a time, and he made $1,500 
in a week, he decided it was 
time to get serious. 

"Nobody has an Italian 
bakery in the area, I thought 
I’d try something here,” he

Development freeze 
not a popular choice 

W ainfleet is one step closer to implementing a freeze 
on most development in the boil water advisory 
area of the township. 

The reason for the freeze, which would affect properties 
in the lakeshore area, which is defined as everything south 
of the Gord Harry Trail to the shores of Lake Erie from Port 
Colborne to the Haldimand County border, is to allow the 
township time to implement a find, repair, replace program 
to take care of problems associated with faulty septic systems 
in the area. 

It would be in place for one year, with the option of 
renewing it for another year. 

The move is not a popular one however. 

One resident was recently before council and said a freeze 
would derail his plans to rebuild the cottage. 

He said his plans would see the cottage, a tool shed, garage 
and a front porch, exceed the lot coverage allowed. Lot 
coverage means a certain area has to be set aside to allow for 
septic systems on a property to handle waste produced in a 
home. In Wainfleet that figure is 7%. 

While delaying the man’s dream, he also said it’s unfair 
to local construction trades and other firms that rely on 
renovations and new builds to sustain them. 

He also said it's unfair to those who put off renovations and 
new builds while the Big Pipe project was being looked into. 

The township has said that any developments that meet 
current bylaws would be allowed under the interim bylaw. 

We don’t disagree that the interim bylaw will be a burden 
on those who have waited to build or renovate, but it is a 
necessary bylaw. 

Years of bad policy and planning in the past allowed 
for summer cottages to be made into year-round homes 
and allowed for giant homes on relatively small pieces of 
property. 

Homes and cottages that exceed the lot coverage allowed. 
Properties where septic systems were never changed to meet 
the increased size. 

It’s those septic systems, and failing ones from places that 
have never been changed, that have caused the problems 
with water in the lakeshore area. 

Those problems need to be addressed and fixed before 
Wainfleet can allow any development along the lake. 

The township also needs to be more rigid in it’s approach 
to homes along the lake. We all want a palace along file 
waterfront, but the size of the properties can’t always allow 
for that. 

Just because something has been allowed to take place in 
the past, doesn't mean it has to be now or in the future.

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Group 4 terrier a popular family dog 



T he largest terriers of 
Group 4 was originally 
known as the Bingley Terrier 
from the town of Bingley in 
England. In this area, near 
the Aire and the Wharfe 
Rivers, they were over-run 
with otters and river rats. At 
the time the townspeople 
used Otterhounds who were 


kill the otters and black and 
tan terriers to kill the rats. 
Someone got the bright idea 
to breed the two types of dogs 
together to develop dogs 
that would take care of both 
otters and rats and be great 
swimmers. Thus a waterside 
terrier was developed and it 
was first called the Bingley 
Terrier. Later the name was 
changed to the Airedale 


Terrier after the Aire River. 

The Airedale was a great asset 
to the people of the times as 
it was also so versatile that it 
could be trained for hunting, 
herding, guarding, retrieving, 
obedience work and police 
work. Today it is considered 
to be the most trainable of the 
terriers and a great family dog. 

The two terriers of medium 
size both came from Ireland. 
They are the Kerry Blue 
Terrier and the Soft Coated 
Wheaten Terrier. The Kerries 
came from County Kerry 
where they were used as all 
round working terriers and 
great ratters. They were also 
used for hunting and herding. 
They were originally known 
as the Irish Blue Terriers but 
that name was too close to 
the Irish Terriers who were 
smaller terriers of the time. 

So their name was changed 
to the Kerry Blue Terrier. They 
are born black but their coat 
takes on a blue-black tint as 
they grow older. They are a 
calm, friendly, family dog. 

The Soft Coated Wheaten 


Terrier started out as a farm 
and general utility dog with 
a rough beige coat They 
were known as great hunters 
especially talented to kill rats 
and other vermin around the 
farm buildings. The breed 
has been known in Ireland 
for over 200 years. They are 
silent, excellent hunters. 

As time went on their coats 
became smoother, softer and 
not wirey. Today they are 
very popular family dogs with 
beautiful, soft, smooth, longer 
coats and a desire to be great 
companions and protectors of 
their owners.

Any developments that 
meet current bylaws would 
be allowed under the interim 
bylaw. But the bylaw, which will 
be read a third time on June 14, 
didn't sit well with at least one 
Wainfleet property owner. 

Don Dussault owns a cot¬ 
tage on Lakeshore Rd. and said 
the proposal caught him by 
surprise when he read it in The 
Tribune two weeks ago. 

"I have some concerns,” 
he told council. “My wife and 
I have owned property in 
Wainfleet for more than 25 
years. This is the third cottage 
we've owned." 

Dussault said the Long 
Beach property where his cot¬ 
tage is located is just what he 
and his wife were looking for 
and they plan to make it their 
retirement home. 

As it sits now, the cottage, he 
said, is not in the best of shape 
and is not winterized. 

"We bought this to be our 
dream home,” he said, adding 
the couple were set to reno¬ 
vate and expand the cottage in 
2012. They’ve already hired an 
architect and surveyor. 

What’s causing their concern 
is part of the bylaw that won’t 
allow any for any new builds or 
renovations that cause a prop¬ 
erty to exceed the 7% lot cov¬ 
erage allowed under the town¬ 
ship’s existing bylaws. Lot cover¬ 
age means a certain area has to 
be set aside to allow for septic 
systems on a property to handle 
waste produced in a home. 

"We had a preliminary 
review... we’d meet all require¬ 
ments, but can’t can meet the 


7% lot coverage,” Dussault said. 

He said assuming council 
passes the bylaw on June 14, 
it would at least 18 months 
before he could begin to build 
and up to 30 months if council 
chooses to extend the bylaw 
another year. 

“I don’t think it's fair or rea¬ 
sonable to delay our dream 
to build our dream home. We 
have paid taxes here for the last 
25 years and I’ve never com¬ 
plained about anything.” 

Dussault feels the bylaw is 
unfair and said it surely must 
impact more people than just 
him. He said with people along 
the lakeshore putting off plans 
to do work due to the Big Pipe 
talk, those plans may be put off 
even more now. 

“It's (the bylaw) another 
potential holdup and not fair 
to the (construction) trades, 
suppliers and other businesses. 
I’m opposed to this bylaw." 

Dussault said he's had 
no problems with his septic 
system and would be fully pre¬ 
pared to deal with any issues 
around it His cottage and shed 
on the property are now 1,050 
square feet; the new one would 
be 1,500 square feet 

“The lot coverage would 
be around 16%, which seems 
high, but I want to keep the 
shed, have a detached garage 
and a porch on the road side,” 
he said when questioned. 

Mayor April Jeffs said the 
township has received a few 
letters in opposition to the 
proposed interim bylaw, but 
they came too late to be put in 
council's Tuesday night agenda 
package. She said the letters 
will be on the June 14 agenda.

Searching for unmarked graves in Sherkston 


PORT COLBORNE - 
Inside Sherkston Shores 
sits a cemetery with a few 
headstones, some above 
ground, some fallen down 
and half-buried in the grass 
and ground. 

Names found on the 
headstones — Shisler, Ecker, 
Wylde, Cunningham — are 
from some of the families 
that founded the Sherkston 
area and names that are still 
around today. 

Some of those names hold 
special meaning for Kristina 
Domenicucci. 

“I have five rela¬ 
tives here, Ecker, Wylde 
and Cunningham," said 
Domenicucci from inside 
the fenced Shisler Cemetery, 


which sits behind a camp¬ 
ground on the south of the 
side quarry inside the resort. 

Domenicucci became 
interested in the cemetery 
when she started doing her 
family tree and found the 
names of her ancestors that 
were buried there. 

While she knows where her 
relatives are, Domenicucci 
is hoping the work of two 
Niagara College geographic 
information systems (GIS) 
program post-grad students 
can help her locate any 
unmarked graves. 

As of Thursday, Lisa 
Krizmanic and Vanessa 
Magnifico had flagged 100 
disturbances in the ground 
both inside the cemetery and 
just outside the fence which 
surrounds it. 

The two post-grad stu¬ 


dents, working on their 
thesis, were using ground- 
penetrating radar to sweep 
the grounds and marking 
each location of a distur¬ 
bance with flags and input¬ 
ting the location into a por¬ 
table GPS unit. 

Krizmanic and Magnifico 
said Domenicucci 
approached the program's 
co-ordinator about the proj¬ 
ect and the two submitted 
their resumes for it. They 
were chosen by Domenicucci 
and started to work on the 
project in November. 

“We were here about a 
month ago for two days,” said 


She said the two spent 
four days this past week 
at the cemetery using the 
ground-penetrating radar 
unit, provided by the college

thanks to thesis adviser Ian 
Smith. The unit looks like a 
lawnmower and can pen¬ 
etrate three metres into the 
ground. 

The machine sends a 
signal into the earth and an 
image is played back on a 
screen on the machine, said 
Magnifico. 

"You can tell the difference 
between rocks and pipes, 
they're more peaked shape 
(on the screen) and any 
potential unmarked graves 
would be curved,” she said. 

Magnifico said any loca¬ 
tion that had a disturbance 
was marked. 

Krizmanic said the two 
weren’t sure what they found 
were unmarked graves or 

All of the data collected 
would be compared with 
what they found a month 
ago as well. It would all be 
analyzed by computer. 

“We'll show it to the 
client (Domenicucci),” said 
Magnifico. 

Domenicucci said the 
goal of the project is to help 
get the cemetery declared 
a heritage site and have it 
protected. Abram Shisler, an 
original settler to the area, 
owned the land around what 
is now the resort and started 
the quarry is buried in the 
cemetery and set land aside 
for it. 

She said the City of Port 
Colborne public works

Authority, a history class 
at Lakeshore Catholic High 
School and Heritage Port 
Colborne have all helped 
out at the site, clearing trees, 
shrubs and dirt and conduct¬ 
ing research.
